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® Suppose the Presses Stopped

stopped the giant presses from rolling off their 
Niagaras of new editions daily, America’s first 
city suddenly felt itself all but paralyzed. 

“No daily paper?” eight of every ten people asked each 
other in bewilderment. One of the greatest publications 
missed its issues for the first time in more than a century. 

Inveterate readers who took their newspapers for 
granted as much as their coffee suddenly found them- 
selves “lost.” Radio-television newscasts and flashes and 
motion picture newsreels proved no substitute for the 
paper to be read and digested at will. 


WHENEVER I ENTER a Christian home 
where no Christian publication is subscribed to and pe- 
rused regularly and intelligently, I feel that here is a 
domicile which in one sense is “lost.” It has deprived it- 
self of the greatest continued news story of the times— 
the story of the Lord at work in His world in these des- 
perate, yet challenging days. The presses for that family 
have stopped. 

When I find a Christian publication alongside the Bible 
in a home of devout followers of the Lord Jesus Christ, I 
sense that here is a family that is alive to the world and 
its spiritual problems and to the many ways modern dis- 
ciples are militantly battling to meet them. 

I regularly read eight or ten church weeklies or month- 
lies, and I find no literature of the day more informative 
or invigorative, none more helpful in understanding cur- 
rent complexities or more revealing in the only way— 
Christ’s way—to meet them. Newspapers and magazines 
are neither substitutes nor competitors of the religious 
press. Its service is unique, vast, incomparably important, 
and influential in advancing the kingdom of God . 


‘THERE IS NO ORGANIZATION in our land 
comparable to the Christian Church. We count more than 
90,000,000 members on church rolls, but the number of 
Christian adherents, including the nominal, must range 
from 130,000,000 to 150,000,000. Atheism or agnosticism, 
et least the militant, blatant type, has almost disap- 
peared from the scene. It is no longer the smart thing 
to deny God. It is true that a vast paganism exists, but 
there is also a virile counterfaith, rooted in the funda- 
mental doctrines of historic Christianity which millions 
proclaim and live and for which multitudes would be 
willing to give their lives. 

There’s news there, Friend—the greatest, best, most ex- 
citing news anywhere. And there’s only one place vou will 
find it chronicled faithfully, fully, accurately and in- 
spiringly—in your Christian publication. 

The Bible itself sets the pattern for today’s Christian 
publications. Webster’s Dictionary defines the word “gos- 
pel” as “the good news concerning Christ, the kingdom 


W HEN THE NEWSPAPER strike in New York 
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of God, and salvation.” What better statement could fly 
irom the masthead of the Christian press in our land 
today? 

Likewise, in the Acts of the Apostles, we find the meat- 
iest story ever printed—the story of the founding of the 
Christian Church and its spread in a few decades over the 
known world. It’s news without parallel in history. 

Christian publications do a follow-up today of the 
“greatest story ever told.” Let’s look at the picture from 
different angles. 

Secular news columns are rife with threats of war, 
killings, corruption, and violence. Possibility of the suicide 
of the human race hangs like a black shadow over re- 
ports from the capitals of many nations. Is there no 
counteracting influence? 


TURNING TO MY church paper, I find there 
the story of a Christian doctor in a primitive, hunger- 
ridden land, who in his missionary hospital performed 
3,000 cataract operations in a year on the eyes of people 
going blind, and of an American group of church women 
furnishing him with 500 artificial eyes for those who have 
lost partial sight. Think of the good will created thereby— 
the good will which alone will bring peace. 

Again, a story that mentions Halley’s comet intrigues 
me. What has that to do with religion? I discover that a 
descendant of that famous astronomer condensed the 
Bible to one-third its size and committed all that conden- 
sation to memory; for years Henry H. Halley held “Bible 
memory revivals” at which his “sermons” consisted of 
Scripture quotations. He could recite Bible passages for 
an hour a night for six weeks and never repeat a line. 


YOU READ OF JUVENILE delinquency in- 
creasing, of dope addiction, of vandalism, of jails packed 
with teen-agers, of adolescents committing atrocious 
murders, but there’s another side to youth. In my church 
paper I find the account of 11,000 Christian workers trav- 
eling a total of 6,000,000 miles to attend a great Sunday 
School convention. I read of young people by the hun- 
dreds dedicating themselves to Christian service. 

My church paper tells me of new churches being found- 
ed, of Christian service in prisons and hospitals, of evan- 
gelical schools and colleges preparing men and women for 
missionary work, of progress being made in good race 
relations and in relief of the poor and needy, of the in- 
fluence of Christ in all phases of life. 

I read the story of revival the world over, of the Word 
of God being preached in hundreds of languages, and of 
Bibles printed in more than a thousand tongues. I learn 
of thousands being converted in evangelistic campaigns 
here and in foreign lands. I find that God, working in 
His world in amazing ways, makes one realize that “my 
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word shall not return unto me void.” 

Your Christian publication not only informs you, but 
also broadens your vision. As you read from week to 
week or month to month the kingdom news of your own 
denomination and of others, your spiritual view is not 
limited to your earthly horizon. You see beyond your own 
neighborhood, city, or nation. You realize that you have 
brothers whom you will never see or know in the flesh 
who are of different races and cultures and whose food 
and manners are strange to yours—yet, all are bound to- 
gether with the indestructible ties of Christian love. 


PAROCHIALISM IS NO mark of the true 
Christian. He becomes world-minded in the realization 
that Jesus Christ is the Saviour of all men who seek Him 
and that Saviourhood binds us to our unseen Christian 
friends with a closeness and understanding that no polit- 
ical ties can ever develop. Big-mindedness and big- 
heartedness go hand in hand, and your church paper is 
priceless in its efforts to enhance such nobility of soul. 

You will find your church paper an invaluable sup- 
plement to the sermon and an aid to worship. Nothing is 
so inspiring as a sermon preached under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit—there must always be the faithful 
preaching of the Word of God. Yet, your memory is the 
ohly way you have, or usually use, in preserving for 
yourself the weekly pulpit message. And details tend to 
fade away as time passes. 

Your church paper can be read, digested, and kept for 
permanent reference. You can peruse it as you wish, and 
it can serve as a memory refresher for years to come. 
You can clip it and use the material in it decades later. I 
have on file gems from church papers which I clipped 
half a century ago; they are as timely today as when 
printed. If I took Christian publications for no other 
reason than what I retain for future use, I would still be 
getting more than my money’s worth. 

I consider the Christian press the strong right arm of 
the Church. The denominations that -have well-edited, 
vigorous publications are divisions of ‘the Christian 
Church that are advancing all along the line. At no time 
in history have the masses of people been more zestful 
for knowledge, and at no time have they been more will- 
ing to follow the paths that reliable information outlines 
for them. 

AN IGNORANT PEOPLE are a static people. 
Poverty of body goes very much with poverty of mind, 
and poverty of spirit goes with poverty of information 
about God, His will, and His Church. Nothing can cripple 
a denomination more, except outright sin or worldliness, 
than to lack an avenue of communication. Haphazard 
distribution of literature will not do. It is God’s will that 
people should know and go forward. The efficient, at- 
tractive, and consecrated Christian publication not only 
informs its people, but also inspires them with its dra- 
matic presentation of the kingdom of Christ in action, 
with its varied special articles, quotable bits of exhorta- 
tion, and its editorials commending loyal, unremitting, 
joyous service to the Master. 

You not only get but also give when you are a loyal 
subscriber and intensive reader of your Christian publi- 
cation. You give support, financial and moral, to the 
kingdom of God. You are serving God, as well as the 
church treasury, when you subscribe to the church pa- 
per. No publication can exist without subscribers or read- 
ers, and the larger its clientele the better it can serve you. 
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You inspire the editor and his staff to do their utmost to 


present vital Christian news, editorials, stories, articles, 


and features. Just as a minister is stirred to preach more 
eloquently by a large, responsive congregation, the editor 
does his best when he has a large number of interested, 
appreciative readers. More so, when they write him. 

I know many editors of Christian publications, and I 
find them, as a rule, to be men of high intelligence and 
consecration. The days are gone when ecclesiastical au- 
thorities thought you could put anyone into the editorial 
chair and he would automatically function. To be an 
able editor requires not only a natural aptitude for jour- 
nalism, but also technical skill comparable to that of the 
surgeon or engineer. 


ToOBEA TRUE Christian editor requires even 
more; the technique must be there, but also the devotion 
to Christ necessary to make a Christian publication a 
true bearer of good tidings. A brilliant editor of a secular 
journal might fail if he depended solely on his own 
ability to become a successful religious editor. This is an- 
other phase of the uniqueness of the Christian press. 
The real editor is not only a publisher but also a cru- 
sader. Ever in his mind and prayers is this: Am I doing 
what Jesus would have me to do, and am I always doing 
my best for Him? 

In the evangelical press today, you will find editors 
whose personal lives have been surrendered to the Lord 
for His service and direction and who consider themselves 
called to their task the same as ministers and mission- 
aries. Many of them are ordained ministers to whom God 
has given editorial talents which they in turn have dedi- 
cated to His service. 

As I look back over the years, I see tremendous ad- 
vancements in the church press. Time was when the run 
of Christian publications was dry and colorless—a few 
unfortunately are still that way, but they are ripe for 
“conversion.” The religious press wasn’t alone in that 
drabness. Just take a look at an old-time newspaper and 
its columns of small type, dead heads, and poor printing. 

This is a changing world, and while the tenets of our 
faith are changeless, our customs and practices alter. 


The printing art has made incredible strides in the last . 


thirty years; journalism has likewise progressed. Tract 
literature, religious leaflets, and pamphlets have come 
alive with color and high grade typography. And most 
church publications today are attractive, well illustrated, 


printed on good stock, and easy to read. You can place 


many Christian publications today alongside smart- 
looking national magazines, and they are fully as inviting 
to the eye. In fact, a few of them excel so markedly that 
I would say they outdo nine out of ten of our most 
famous magazines in eye appeal. 

As to dramatic and romantic writing—not in the senti- 
mental sense—Christian papers take no back seat to any 
publication. As I read church journals and Sunday School 
literature, I find them as fully engrossing as the secular 
publications who pay high prices to noted writers for 
stories and articles. This is good news, for cheapness 
has no place in Christianity. We owe our very best to God. 
Christian editors have a keen sense of that, and in giving 
their best are winning millions of faithful Christians to 
a realization that Christian publications are indispensa- 


ble to an effective blanketing of the world with the good ee

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N THIS OUR DAY, we read and hear of the various 
Qe man is trying to protect himself from the ter- 
rible destruction that he fears. He fears above 
everything else the A-bomb, the H-bomb, the cobalt 
bomb, and many other infernal machines that man has 
ingeniously invented and made for his own destruction. 
To counteract or to protect, man has invented what is 
known as radar. He has placed the radar screens around 
the Nation’s coast lines and around some of our key cities 
so that possibly the people may be warned before an 
enemy raid or sneak attack. As in the city of Babylon, 
even though there is a fear of what may happen, many 
people are unconcerned as to the need of God in their 
lives. Man today is trusting to his inventions and his 
learning rather than calling on God, the Father, for his 
security. 

We see our lesson being unfolded before us. Belshaz- 
zar, who was the grandson of Nebuchadnezzar, surely 
must have known how his grandfather had destroyed 
Jerusalem and had brought back the sacred vessels from 
the Temple of God. He surely must have known of his 
grandfather’s vanity (Daniel 4:30) and how he dwelt 
with the beast of the field and ate grass as the oxen 
seven years, because the Lord had reminded him that he, 
Nebuchadnezzar, was not to forget the God of Daniel. 


How EAsy IT Is for men to forget the Al- 
mighty. Belshazzar was king. He was the greatest man of 
the kingdom. He was king over the greatest empire of 
that time. Was not his city the greatest known? Was not 
it independent of all others? It was a big city about ten 
to fifteen miles long and the same in width. Its walls 
were three hundred feet high, eight feet thick, and ex- 
tended thirty-five feet into the ground so that the enemy 
could not dig under it. (Haley’s Handbook of the Bible.) 
The walls were protected by deep canals around them. 
Two hundred and fifty towers were on the walls for the 
guards. One hundred gates of brass were used to enter 
the city on all sides. With plenty of water from the Eu- 
phrates River, which passed through the middle of the 
city, there were hanging gardens, filled with flowers and 
trees, on the buildings. The king had two palaces, one

on either side of the river, connected by a bridge over 
the water and a tunnel under the bed of the river. The 
city streets were spacious. Everything was about as per- 
fect as man could make it. 

However, the king had fear of his enemies, but as long 
as he lived in this impregnable stronghold, he was not 
afraid. Was he not the great king? Was he not the man 
who could and did defy all other powers? Surely he felt 
he was invincible. Surely there was none greater or more 
powerful than Belshazzar. His boast was “I am king of 
the world.” These were the words of his undoing. He, no 
doubt, had repeated these words until he believed them 
himself. He believed them so much that he decided to 
defy the God of Israel. 

As we read in the fifth chapter of Daniel, he made a 
great feast. In his drunken stupor, he had the sacred 
vessels of the Temple of God in Jerusalem brought in. 
He, his princes, wives, and concubines drank their wine 
out of them. Intoxicating liquors were flowing freely. 
There was plenty of boisterous talk. Undoubtedly they 
cursed the name of the God of Israel; it was a night of 
sinful pleasure—their wicked passions were at high level. 
Belshazzar’s impiety was daring. Where was the God of 
Israel who was so mighty? Had they not done the very 
things that others dared not, and had not they shown 
that they were not afraid of this God who said that He is 
a living God? 


IN THE SAME HOUR (Daniel 5:5) came 
forth fingers of a man’s hand and wrote on the plaster 
of the wall. The king saw the supernatural phenomenon, 
for his countenance changed and his thoughts troubled 
him; his knees would not bear him up. The king did not 
command, but he cried aloud; his heart, filled with fear, 
felt as if it were sinking within him. 

When Daniel told him the meaning of those famous 
words (Daniel 5:25-28), he gave his life as the living 
God had told him in the handwriting on the wall. The 
walls of the city were not as formidable as he thought, 
and the very river he depended on for water and defense 
was his weakest point and proved his undoing. The enemy

ERHAPS the most momentous words of Jesus that 

were recorded are those found in Matthew 6:10b, 

“Thy wiil be done in earth, as it is in heaven.” 
While praying in the Garden of Gethsemane just before 
He was taken, our Lord said, “O my Father, if it be possi- 
ble, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, 
but as thou wilt.” Jesus let it be known He was doing as 
He was instructed by the Father and not acting on His 
own. 

In our relationship with Jesus, we must first learn that 
our will is to be broken to His will.

We must pray, and He will show 
His will to us, and then we can say, “Lord I’ll go with 
Thee come loss or gain.” When the three Hebrew children 
were told to worship the image of gold, they very plainly 
stated that they would not bow to any idol. They knew 
God had a plan for their lives, and this idolatry was not 
included. They said, “If it takes the way of the fiery trial, 
we are willing.” The only thing that mattered to them 
was the will of God being manifested in their lives. 

He not only has a plan, but also a place for those who 
serve Him. It may not always be in the field of our 
choice, but if each one of us will take upon himself 
the full impact of the wonderful hymn “If Jesus Goes 
With Me I’ll Go Anywhere,” it will not matter where just 
so it is in the will of God.

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WATCHFULNESS

N COMING out of the Temple which He custom- 

arily attended, Jesus was addressed by one of the 

disciples who spoke of the stones of the Temple, 
of their manner or kind, and of the wonderful structure 
of the building. Jesus, I am persuaded to believe, sensing 
the thoughts of His followers, answered, “Seest thou 
these great buildings? there shall not be left one stone 
upon another, that shall not be thrown down.” Of course, 
this statement made the disciples wonder, and we are 
prone to think it started the discourse among them. 
Many times they had discussed Jesus’ sayings as to the 
coming kingdom. This led to the question Peter, James, 
John, and Andrew asked Jesus privately as He sat on 
the Mount of Olives. “Tell us, when shall these things be? 
and what shall be the sign when all these things shall 
be fulfilled?” 


Jesus STARTED His discourse by alerting 
them to take heed lest they be deceived by men who say 
they are the Christ. Many have come and are, even to 
this day, claiming to be God, Christ, or chosen disciples 
of God; yet, their very works and walk of life prove dif- 
ferently. Jesus said, “Let no man deceive you.” Also, He 
spoke of wars and rumors of wars, nation rising against 
nation, brother betraying brother, and the gospel being 
preached to all nations. Then He related at length the 
great tribulation which is yet to come to pass. 

What we, as Christians of today, love so well in this 
chapter is the telling of the glory of His second coming 
and His warning “I say unto all, Watch.” 

Truly we feel the need of being watchful. Seeing these 
things coming to pass, we should be more alert to the 
fact that we must ever watch. In this wonderful country 
of ours, there are hundreds, yes, thousands, of men and 
women who are devoting their time to watchfulness. 
Our country is conscious of the terrible condition of the 
world. Instead of a world of loving beings, of peaceful 
homes, and of trustfulness, it has turned into a place of 
chaos and fear. We, as Christians, need to be on the alert 
and not let fear grip our hearts so that we forget to be 
watchful for the coming of Christ. Watchfulness plays 
an important part in a Christian’s life. For what then 
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Son 


are we to watch? Habakkuk, the prophet of the tribe of 
Simon, states in Habakkuk 2:1, “I will stand upon my 
watch, and set me upon the tower, and will watch to see 
what he will say unto me, and what I shall answer when 
I am reproved.” Christian, are we standing watch and 
are we listening for the voice of God? What will our an- 
swer be when we are reproved? We are living in perilous 
times. Direction from God means a victorious, happy, 
and peaceful life and a life of expectancy. 

I once knew a young man who had a wonderful experi- 
ence with God. His testimony was that God had called 
him to preach. Did he succeed? No. He failed to stand 
watch, to listen, and to sit in the tower and listen for di- 
rection from God; therefore, the enemy overtook him 
and he failed. Friend, we must learn to stand still and 
see what God will have. to say. (Read again Habakkuk 
8:2.) 

CHRISTIANS MUST BE vigilant, watchful, 
for the Adversary, for he is as a roaring lion seeking 
whom he may devour. He, our Adversary, will not ac- 
tually devour or eat us, but he will take our thoughts 
and minds away from watching for our wonderful Sav- 
iour. When he has accomplished this, we get careless, in- 
different, lose our vision for souls, and then when it is 
too late, we awaken to the fact that we ourselves are lost. 

Again the words of Jesus “And what I say unto you I 
say unto all, Watch.” Let us watch and listen for direc- 
tion from God, for the incessant attack from the enemy, 
for the uncertain time, and for the certain second com- 
ing of Jesus. 

Many sermons perhaps have been preached on this 
subject; yet, the need for watchfulness is more apparent 
than ever before. Christian friend, let us take precaution, 
gird ourselves with the truth, put on the breastplate of 
righteousness, shod our feet with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace, wear the shield of faith, the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the Spirit. If God be for us, 
who can be against us? Many come to war against us 
and to keep our minds from God, but let us take the 
words of Jesus to heart and watch. “I SAY UNTO ALL, 
WATCH.”

Ordinarily, it would not be printed this 
late, but because it is such an encouraging report, we are printing it at this 


late date. 


The churches in North Carolina 
march on from victory to victory. 
Four years ago Brother Earl P. Paulk 
was appointed overseer of North Caro- 
lina. He succeeded the late E. W. Wil- 
liams, who had accomplished a work 
that will live long in the hearts of the 
ministers and members of the Church 
in North Carolina—that of purchas- 
ing and of building a large tabernacle 
for our State camp meetings. Brother 
Paulk lost no time in taking over and 
organizing his workers, and for the 
last four years the beauty of a New 
Testament Church has been seen in 
the work of this great State. Brother 
Paulk has worked untiringly, and with 
the district pastors, state council, pas- 
tors, and members, he has formed a 
fine team. God has honored this unity 
and has given the increase. Join us 
now in the reviewing stands and 
watch the PARADE pass in review. 

Spiritual Growth 

The preaching of the Word by the 

astors and evangelists has resulted 
n thousands being saved, sanctified, 
and filled with the Holy host. A net 
gain in membership in the past four 
years climbed from eleven thousand 
to over fourteen thousand, and thirty- 
seven new churches have been organ- 
ized. A mobile church has been built 
this year, and it is now being used in 
new fields. Praise the Lord for His 
presence and power in the outstand- 
ing spiritual growth of the Church in 
North Carolina, which just twenty 
years ago the state overseer pastored 
in Charlotte when there were only a 
few churches. 

Campground Development 

The beautiful State campground is 
located on the four-lane Wilkinson 
Boulevard near Charlotte. This past 
year the last of a $30,000 indebtedness 
was paid. Much has been done in 
these four years to develop the camp- 
ground; such as, paving roads; erect- 
ing a very large water tank; with a 
cost of $2500 the painting of three 
beautiful pictures in the tabernacle, 
one is the life-size painting of the 
Last Supper; building a new dormi- 
tory which is used at the camp meet- 
ings, youth camps and the State Bi- 
ble schools; making a beautiful pool 
which is used for baptizing at the 
close of the camp meetings, also, for 
the youth camps and Bible schools; 
installing a new bookstore; buying 
three new lots which give access to 
another side of the campground; 
erecting a beautiful large neon - 
on the highway entrance to the 
grounds. Value of improvements to 
the State campground total $87,000. 

Forty-eight new churches, along 
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with forty-one new parsonages, have 
been built in the last four years. The 
value of the new churches is $650,000, 
and the parsonages (new) are valued 
at over $300,000. Fifteen new youth 
centers have been built at a value of 
$66,000, and other property improve- 
ments are valued at $200,000. 

A beautiful new building has re- 
cently been built at our Orphanage at 
Kannapolis, which is valued at 
$75,000. It was built when the Boys’ 
Home burned. The value of our State 
property, which includes our Orphan- 
age, the campground, and state par- 
sonages for the state overseer and 
state youth director, has now reached 
the half a million mark. 

Youth and L.W.W.B. 

Much of the credit for such an out- 
standing report is given to the 
L.W.W.B. and their president, Mrs. 
Earl P. Paulk, who for the last four 
years has raised many thousands of 
dollars. This year their offering to- 
taled $135,000, a gain of $30,000 over 
last year. 

There is no doubt but that this fine 
work carried on by the Ladies’ Willing 
Workers’ Band, under the leadership 
of the wives of the men who have 
served as overseers, has resulted in 
the building of fine churches of which 
the ladies are now making the pay- 
ments on them, along with furnishing 
of parsonages and many other worth- 
while causes too numerous to mention. 

As we watch this wonderful parade 
from the reviewing stand, the ques- 
tion comes “What accounts for this?” 
An answer can be given that the 
great youth program that began sev- 
eral years ago in the Church and 
paced by North Carolina is now pay- 
ing off, and much greater results are 
to come from the seeds sown in this 
work. The North Carolina State Bible 
School, started in 1948 by the late 
E. W. Williams, stands as a memorial 
to his work which is still following. 
Brother Paul took over this school 
with a zeal that cannot be equaled, 
worked for it, and taught special 
classes for the Ministers. Students at 
this school have received training 
which is of eternal value. The attend- 
ance has reached a high of 188. 

North Carolina is now in its fifth 
year of youth camp work, which was 
first started under the direction of 
Brother E. C. Thomas, state youth di- 
rector for five years. The first a oad 
there was an enrollment of eighty- 
one, which was a wonderful begin- 
ning. Each year the work has grown 
with wonderful spiritual, youth train- 
ing results. In 1953 the enrollment was 
396; this year the enrollment reached 


744. For the last two years, hundreds 
have been saved and 304 were re- 
ceived into the Church at the camp. 
The young people of North Carolina 
are distributing a monthly total of 
6,242 Lighted Pathways; this includes 
a roll of fourteen each month to ev- 
ery prison camp in North Carolina. 
Also, each prison is receiving a roll of 
Evangels each week through a pro- 
gram started by Brother Paulk this 
last year. The State having won the 
Evangel contest this year, now leads 
in Evangel subscriptions. This last As- 
sembly year our Sunday Schools 
reached an all time in one month of 
113,342 in attendance. A great many 
of the prizes awarded in the national 
contest came to North Carolina, and 
in the last two years, with the excep- 
tion of one month, our Sunday School 
has led the nation in attendance. 
Last, but not least, is the missions 
spirit that this State has had over 
the years, for great gains have been 
recorded in missions for the last four 
years. This year our district missions 
was $26,519.00. Our State convention 
missions offering totaled $21,418.83. 
We give you just a gist of the bless- 
ings that God has sent our way, for 
we want you to share with us the good 
news of what God has wrought among 


us.

RUSSIA READY WITH H-BOMB 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Accord- 
ing to columnist Robert S. Allen, Rus- 
sia’s second H-bomb test will take 
place sometime this month. The first 
occurred a year ago, on August 12, 
1953. U. S. authorities have reason to 
believe the Reds will conduct a new 
series of hydrogen weapon experi- 
ments in the next few weeks. One ex- 
plosion will very likely be an air drop. 
No hydrogen bomb has ever been de- 
tonated from a plane. The Russians 
now have bombers capable of “deliv- 
ering” these catastrophic weapons. 

At their May Day air show in Mos- 
cow this year, two new jet bombers ap- 
peared. One was comparable to our 
medium B-47, and the other to our 
heavy B-52. The latter is capable of 
intercontinental flights without re- 
fueling. Civil Defense Administrator 
Val Peterson has told congressional 
leaders Russia has enough of these 
bombers to be able to attack any tar- 
get in the United States. 

“NO SEPARATE HEAVENS” 
SAYS BISHOP 

EVANSTON, Illinois (EP) Methodist 
Bishop Ivan Lee Holt recently said, 
“There cannot be separate heavens 
for particular kinds of Christians.” 
The bishop, president of the World 
Methodist Council, advocated Chris- 
tian unity at an opening of the an- 
nual meeting of the council’s execu- 
tive committee. 

The sessions were held while Protes- 
tant and Orthodox clergymen from 
many lands gathered for the assem- 
bly of the World Council of Churches. 

Bishop Holt, of St. Louis, set forth 
in a prepared statement: “Surely 
there cannot be separate heavens for 
particular kinds of Christians. It 
seems to Methodists im ible to be- 
lieve that God, the Father, would put 
some Christians in an inner heaven 
because they happen to hold a certain 
tradition or believe in some doctrine 
others do not hold.” 

PRESIDENT SETS DAY 
OF PRAYER 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Presi- 
dent Eisenhower designated Septem- 
ber 22 as a national day of paper 
and called on all Americans to “be- 
seech God to strengthen us in our ef- 
forts toward a peaceful world.” 

The President’s proclamation was 
issued under terms of a 1952 law pro- 
viding for designation of a day “on 
which the people of the United States 
pw turn to God in prayer and medi- 

ation.” 

The proclamation declared “it is fit- 
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ting that all Americans should unite 
in prayer on one day of each year in 
reaffirmation of our reliance on di- 
vine support and our faith in the 
power of prayer.” 

SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 

(EP) There are 2,500,000,000 people 
in the world, and over half of them 
have never heard the name of Jesus. 
COMMUNISTS RETRACT PROMISE 
NOT TO PUNISH CHRISTIANS 

BERLIN, Germany (EP) Protestants 
of East Germany, who said what they 
meant about Communism during the 
recent all-German Evangelical 
Church Rally at Leipzig may, after 
all, have to pay dearly for it, according 
to press reports here. The reports said 
that Otto Nuschke, East German Dep- 
uty Premier and Minister of Church 
Affairs, who during the rally at Leip- 
zig, assured newspapermen that the 
people who spoke their minds freely 
“will not be persecuted,” has changed 
his attitude. While, during the rally 
Mr. Nuschke only intimated that 
“wherever offenses occurred” those 
responsible “might be questioned” in 
attempt “to win them for the East.” 
He was later quoted as saying that 
those responsible would be “called to 
account.” 

The Church Rally at Leipzig was 
attended by some 65,000 delegates 
from the East Zone and about 10,000 
from West Germany, and its closing 
services drew a crowd of over 400,000. 
Simultaneously, the Communist au- 
thorities o ed meetings at Leip- 
zig, and it was chiefly at these meet- 
ings that some —- uttered 
sharp criticism of the regime. As the 
Church Rally had only been permit- 
ted on the condition that no anti- 
Communist political demonstrations 
would be tolerated, Mr. Nuschke em- 
phasized that the visitors from West 
Germany kept their promise “not to 
engage political agitation for the 
West.” The attacks on Communist pol- 
icy were made “primarily” by East 
Germans, he said. 

REDS CENSORING ALL SERMONS 
IN SLOVAKIA 

VIENNA, Austria (EP) Roman 
Catholic sources here said Communist 
officials in the Czechoslovakian prov- 
ince of Slovakia had tightened their 
control over the Catholic Church by 
censoring all sermons. A recent order, 
it was said, required priests to submit 
their sermons for censorship one week 
in advance of delivery. A Catholic 
priest in Ceske Velnice who failed to 
submit a sermon was ,» an 


unconfirmed report added. The sourc- 
es here said that state police agents 
in Slovakia had increased their con- 
trol of Church activities. 
ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS 
RELIGION NEEDED TODAY 

WEST LAFAYETTE, Indiana (EP) 
Attorney General Brownell said here 
that religion cannot be separated 
from the great political, economic, 
and social issues of the day. That be- 
ing so, he asserted, it is the obliga- 
tion of all who profess reiigion “to 
strive to bring about a better, a more 
secure, a more Satisfying life for all 
men.” The Attorney General discussed 
the role of the church in an address 
prepared for delivery before the Na- 
tional Conference of Methodist Men 
at Purdue University. 

“For me,” he said, “the ‘church’ 
means the company of all God’s chil- 
dren.” He said there are many specific 
contributions which “the good citizen, 
the religious citizen” can make toward 
the more satisfying life for all. “He 
can vote, in the primary as well as in 
the general election, and at the local 
state and national levels,” said Brown- 
ell. “He can be willing to hold public 
office, even though it takes time that 
he would prefer to use otherwise. He 
can accept jury duty willingly, al- 
ene it may involve financial sacri- 
ice. 

“He can participate in worth while 
community causes—youth organiza- 
tions, Red Feather drives, civic associ- 
ations, to mention but a few. He can 
lend his support in clearing slums and 
improving schools. He can conduct his 
personal and business life in accord- 
ance with a standard of values that 
will help to bring about the kingdom 
of God on earth.”

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Haiti Is Blessed With a Personal Outpouring e 
at Their Bible School

From March 29 to April 23, we had one of the most suc- 
cessful four-week sessions of Bible School ever held in 
Haiti. The first week was made a special study confer- 
ence. There were twenty-five preachers, including a lot 
of our most qualified men, who attended this first week. 
Brother Stoppe was with us and taught the whole week 
on the baptism of the Holy Ghost.

news of redemption through Christ. 


CHRISTIAN EDITORS and publishers have 
found much of value in conferences and institutes of 
various types, for the exchange of ideas and for the re- 
ception of suggestions from editors of secular newspapers 
and magazines. The latter have given of their services 
willingly, and their tips for the betterment of the religious 
press have been invaluable and have been received with 
deep appreciation. 

The Christian Writers’ Institute of Chicago, the Evan- 
gelical Press Association, and similar groups have done 
much to point up the possibilities of religious editing 
and writing, and should uncover further values in the 
future. It should be clear that many editors of the secular 
publications are active Christians who carry over in their 
own enterprises as much as possible the same Christian 
zeal which animates editors of the religious press. 

It is interesting to note how the word “ministry” has 
expanded in its meaning in the Christian field. We speak 
of the lay ministry, the ministry of music, and the minis- 
try of education. The idea should and will go farther to 
include the “ministry of journalism.” 


I? IT WEREN'T for the written or printed 
word, we wouldn’t have the Bible today. If the four Gos- 
pels hadn’t been committed to writing, the whole story 
of the historic Jesus might easily have been lost in the 
mists of the ages—that is, humanly speaking. No one 
would believe for a moment that God would not divinely 
preserve in some manner the facts of the life and death 
of His Son for the redemption of mankind. Yet, He chose 
the written word for the record. 

Surely today the story of how the Good News is spread- 
ing in the face of the appalling sins and evils of this age 
is also divinely inspired. God is using the pen and the 
typewriter in the “ministry of journalism” wherever it is 
truly carried on in His name. It is an exalted opportunity 
for evangelism. Editors and readers make the paper and 
help make the Christian Church the invincible foe of 
mankind’s curse and the agency of redemption of the lost. 

Honor yourself and your household with Christian pub- 
lications; give them a place of prominence that your visi- 
tors, as well as family, may read and learn. You will 
gather spiritual strength and inspiration along with 
knowledge, and your service to Christ will be enhanced. 

If the presses of religious journalism were to be stopped, 
havoc in the spiritual realm would be wrought. But if 
they are kept rolling faster, greater blessing under God 
will come.
